Y BiartelJey, a moſk> ſad and lamentable Conſideration it ts, on which 
M 1 can netther think, Speak, or write without great Concern, and Grief of 
Heart, that the preſent age being fill d with Controverſie about n0 les a matter 
then the Holy Trinity it ſelf, the greate® Djvines in the Church ſhould be 
miſtaken, as they are, in the moſt fundamentall Article of the Chriftian Faith, 
the Profeſſion, and Belief of which is formally, and eſſentially neceſſary to Bap- 
time, to be Adminiſter 'd always in the Name of the Father, of the Son, and 


| of the Holy Ghoſt by the ſpecial Command, and Order of Chriſt himſelf, the 


great Apoſtle of our Profeſſion 5, and that the Church ſhould thereby be fill d with 
Scandal as it 1s, not only to the Confirming of Deiſts, and Arians in their wick- 
wf, and Hereſy, but alſo to the turning aſide of God's People from the right 
mey, who ſeeing their Leaders Conteſting /o hotly with each other, as they do, about 
the very ſprings of all Divinity, and Religion, cannot therefore but waver, and 
be brought to doubt of the Verity, and Sacro-SanQitie thereof. Surely, to be 
feard itts, that Chriſtendom is even now call”d to an Account and Recconning for this, 
and I ans tempted, methinks, xpon it, with Feſus Ananai in Joſephus, to fill the 
freets of our Citys with "Ovai's for it. For what can be the Conſequence, and 
Efe.t of ſuch great Miſtake, but that our Bleſſed Saviour ( ſo little Faith being

Wherefore, choo- 
fng to be under Hherem rather than Suffer the Truth to fail, for Sjors ſake 
[ ſhall not hold my Peace. Once have I written, and twice will 1 do it, 
making only this Apology for ſaying ſo little on a Subje& controverted ſo 
much, that the leſs is ſaid of it, if ir be enough, it is ſo much the better. So, 
Afirante Spiritu Santo, into the Deep I lanch forth, craving leave, in Or- 
der. to what I ſhall ſay, to premiſe this little, | 

That, as ] do, and muſt grant, that there is but One God, which we 
are as ſure of, as that there is but one Sun to rule the Day, and One 
Moon to give light in the Night ; So, it be granted me likewiſe, that there 
were two more, before the Worlds were made, what ever we may take 
em to be, WITH THIS ONE GOD. 

This will be granted me, I preſume, by all, becanſe he that denies it, 
owns not Revelation, and 4izConfeſt by the Arrian.

He ſays therefore, The Son, and 
the Holy Ghoſt cannot be God, which, we are ſure, is falſe if the Holy 
Scripturez be true. 

What next does the Authour of the Conſiderations, mention'd in the 
Title-Page, Say ? He likewiſe, ſeeing the ſame Abſurdities as the Arian doth

A Perſon therefore it myf 
needs be, or, we are to ſeek for it's Definition, yea, it- is nothing at all. 
What's a Shechinah next ? it is that which a Perſon dwells in, is it not? 
it's the very ſame. For it cometh from Shachan, the Engliſh of which is, 
He Dwelleth, and the Conſtant word it is in Scripture, when the Sub. 
lime Myſteries of our. Faith are ſpoken of there : yea, if rightly, and well 
Underſtood, 1 conceive, it would folve all Myſteries clearly. For that 


which 1 ſay, I ſhall referr, at preſent, only to the Eighti Chapter of. the 


Proverbs of Solomon, where Wisdom, the ſame whom Sr. Pa: calls che Wis-

ſwer Norma in the Latine, which ſhews that the Divine Counſel is the Rule 
vf all things made, ) I wisdom dwell in Skillz or, ( becauſe in tte. Latine 
"tis in Corfilio, ). I wisdom dwell in Counſel. From which I argue, that 
by Shechinah we are to underſtand the Tabernacle, or Dwelli:'g of a Perſon ; 
in a word, that Subſtance which a Perſon is ſtrictly. in Unity with, or, 
dwells in bv an Unitive Tye intimately, that's it's Shechinah. ZE 
W hat follows hercupon ? verily it is that the three Perſons in the Holy 
Trinity are truely as diſtin& as the Perſons of three Angels : yea, as the 
Perſons of Peter, James, and John are, and that theſe laſt differ in this. Re- 
FTpeR, that the Perſons of Peter, Fames, ant John have diſtin Shechinabs, 
whereas the Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt have but one only,Singular, and Com- 
mon Shechinah. Now 2pplyinz this Eye-Salve to our Eyes may we not ſte, that 
Peter, Fames and John (being both for Perſon,and Shechinay diſtin) cannot poſ- 
fibly be oe man, and yet thac the Father, Son, and Holy Gnoſt ( iho'as 
di!” *& Perſons as they ) can he one God ? fee it we may plainly, foraſmuch 
as, .the Everlaſting Subſtance of the Father, which neither is nor can be 
Mulripiy*s, is their common Shechinah, ſor which it can't be ctherwiſ.

Fcr ſo he ſpeaking of the Second 
Perſon, the Son, ſays; in Him dwelt ( *o#iywrz, and Shachan are the ſame ) 
Ilan mAngwua * ©4011, All the fullneſs of the Godhead, as much as, the 
whole Godhead of the Father, the will, and Underſtanding cnly of the 
Father, which are his own, not the Son's, Excepted. I add the Latt 
words, becauſe the Diſtintion is only Perſonal, the Son's Perſon, tho? 
emerging, in it's begetting, out of the divine Counſel, and will, yet abi- 
ding ſtill in his Fathers Subſtance, and Boſom : Not emerging ( tho? ) pe; 


' modum Failure, or, Creationis, which is of things ad extra, and belongs to 


creatures, but per modum Reſultantie, reſulting juſt as the image of a Man's 
face does from a Mirrour, yet Snbſtantially, as if he were his Fathers Ef- 
figies, for which he's call'd *E:wor, and xrezr7hp, the expreſs, and engraven 
Image of God, himſelf ſaying of himſelf, he that hath ſeen Me hath ſeen 
the Father. 

And have we not here found the true Alkaiſt? in my Conceit, we have; 
for the word is to be Underſtood, without peradventure, Symbollycally 
only, Gods Subſtance, we may be ſure, is the only Subſtance that may be 
call'd fix'd. Therefore, with Reverence, may we not ſay, that when God 
begat his Son, he volatliſed the fix'd, and fix'd the volatliſed agen ? [t may 
be ſaid, as it ſeems to me, rationally enough. Lo then ! Here's the true 
Alkaiſt, the true Tree of Life, the leaves of which are for the Healing of 
the Nations. But, to return; the Celum, or, Domus Sacro Sante Trinitatis is 
the Everlaſting Hammaekom, Place, or Ubi, as aforeſaid, and becauſe that's 
the Bleſſed Trinity*s mutual, Common, Shechinah, or, Dwelling, therefore 


| are they, all three, but One only Everlaſting God. 


That ſuch as this was the ſence of the Ancient Howoouſians, or, Nicene 
Fathers I am very well aſſured, conſequently, that the Primitive Church may 
bring the preſent Church out of Errour, I ſhall endeavour to prove what 
| aſſert from Antiquity, that I may do what I fay, laying down, among 
multitudes, three clear, and manifeſt Teſtimonies. 

The firſt ſhall be taken ( that I may go upwards, ) out of Venerable 
Bede, who in his Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory, (jb. 4. Ch. 17. tell's us of a Council 
of Biſhops held here in England about a thouſand years ſince under Theodorws 
irch-Biſhop of Canterbury, and ſays that all of *m to a Man Unanimouſly 
greed, according to the Nicene Faith, as his Book will ſhew, proPerſonts Con» 
Wfantialibus, and, which is accurately to be obſerv'd, that they declared 
te Father alone to be ſine 1nitio, and the Son, with the Holy Ghoſt, to 
& ante Secula only. An unbegotten Son, we ſee, was not in their thoughts 


1 the leaſt, but they confeſs'd clearly, to beleive in an only-Begotten Son, 
4] % he, who is the word, is calld by both St. Johns. Which accordingly 

lmphilus the Martyr would never depart from, having It alwaies in his 
mouth, viz. I beleive in the only Begotten Son of Ged, for which we 


have the Teſtimony of Yaleſins. Vid. V ales. in Vit, Enſeb.

An Intelleual Seftion, or, Diviſion is ſpoken of here, inferring Diftin& 
Pericas, or, Underſtandings plainly : One of which he ſuppoſes to be the 
Bir:h of the Fathers Intellect, yer, Remaining in his Spiritual Boſom, to 
wit, the Son ; the Other, viz. the Holy Ghoſt to be a ſubſtantial Step 
or Aporrhea, as of a precious Oyntment filling All Room, All Place, yet, 
abiding ſtill in the great Name, even as the Scent doth in the Oyntment 
from which it flow's. Made good in both theſe is the T3 wer, and 
"acgszy of Syneſins ;, the Two Perſons, conſider'd as diſtin&, being ſeparated 
from the firſt, but conſider'd as Con-Subſtantial, ſtill, or, #7, yet, undi- 
vided. Here then, Firſt, we have Hagnelion, as in the Title-Page, as much 
as to ſay, the Moſt Higheſt, ( viz. for Perſon, ) that is the Father. $es 
condly, We have FJechidatho, his begotten, or only One, which is the Son 
in his Fathers Boſom. Thirdly, We have Raabh, or, Shemen Turak, which 
is the Holy Ghoſt, whom the Scriptures call Un&tion, or, the Oyl of Glad- 
neſs, tho? power?d out, yet remaining in the Godhead of the Father alfo, 
Laſtly, We have Jehovah Ehbad, becauſe the Son, and the Holy Ghoſt are 
uncut of from the Fathers Subſtance, who with him conſequently, ate but 
one Lord. It is for this that St. Paul call's the Second Perſon. *Amwzaoua, 
the Beam of Gods Glory; being as a Beam of the Sun, which, tho? divided, 
is not cut of from the Body of the Sun. | 

The third Teſtimony is of the Firft Chriſtian Emperor truely Auguſt, 
by name Conſtantine, who, ſpeaking, In his Orat. to the Convent. of Saints, 
of the 0 abſ&, ( which however the learned think of it, ſcenis to be 
nothing elſe but the Tranſlation of 24mro in the Targum, ) ſays, thit in 
the Myſtery of the Trinity there is a Disjun&tion-Conjuriftion : he means, 
as. the following words ſhew, a DisjunQtion perform?®d Intelle&ually only, not 
Locally ; or, a DisjunQion. of Two of the Perfons abiding in Conjundion 
with the ſubſtance of the Firſt ; 1 ſay, abiding in it, as Exſcbia» ſpeaks, (in 
which he accords with Syzeſizs,)) without Abſciſſion, or, without Disruption. 

Many more Teſtimonies might 1 produce to like purpoſe, but T forbear, 
becauſe I ſuppoſe thele are enough. © Yet forasmuch as many, with Eraſtu, 
and Hobbs, have more kindneſs for the Sacro-Sanfity of human Laws, thar 
they have for the Holy Cannons of the Church, I ſhall add one Teſtimo 
ny more out of the Civil Law. It is in an Edi& of Theodoſtus the Great 
cald Filia ejus Primogenita, becauſe ſet forth the next year after his Bap 
tiſme, and it is, Ut, ſecrndum Apoſtolorum Diſciplinam, Evangelicamque dottri 
nam Patris, Filij et Spiritiis Sani1i VUnam Deitatem ſub parili Majeſtate, C 
ſub pia Trinitate credamas.

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Law, 'tis Law, which is the worſt of the Two, in Earneft, Outlawry from 
the Civil Sano, or, Excommunication from the Ecleſiaſtical. And, 

What now, ſince theſe Teſtimonies make ont the Myſtery, fo plainly, 
the way that I take, can we fee any reaſon why we ſhould check at the 
Subordination of the Son to the Father, and of the Holy Ghoſt to the 
Father, and Son? For my part, I ſee none. What tho? the Arian ſays, 
impudently enough, 'tis a Derogation to one who is God to be an Un- 
derling, adding, how come the Son, and Holy Ghoſt, to be ſent, to be 
put in Office, to Miniſter ? why is One faid to be the Son of the Higheſt, 
the Other to be the Power of the Higheſt? if we anoint our Eyes with 
Eye-Salve, we ſhan't be long without an Anſwer to this. For, that Two 
of the Perſons are Subordinate ( qu2 Perſons ) we may acknowledge freely, 
having ſufficient warrant for*t from the word of God. For why ? The 
Son himſelf fays, I came -into. the world, not to be Miniſter'd unto, but 
to Miniſter 3 and} St. Paul, ſpeaking of the Goſpel, calls it the Miniſtration 
of the Spirit. Beſides, we find, that as the Son Miniſters to the Father 
only becauſe He-is of the Father alone; ſo the Holy Ghoſt is call'd, ſome» 
times, the Spirit of the Father, ſometimes the Spirit of the Son, becauſe, 
as he Proceeded from both, fo he Miniſters to Both. I fay therefore, 
that they are capable of Miſſion, and Commiſſion; conſequently, may be 
put in Office, tho” as in Unity, they are really and truely Gad. The rea- 
ſon of this we may Conceive well enough. For, | 

We are taught by our Saviour himſelf, when we pray, to ſay, Our Fa- 
ther which art in Heaven, May we ſay therefore, that the Father's God- 
head, which is the place of the Son, and the Holy Ghoſt, is the Place 
of all Spirits too? for my part, I dare not do't, leaſt I ſhould ſecm to 
Deify the Devils. With Aquinas, rather, Deitas ef immobils, ſay I; for 
where it is now, it ever was, will be, and Is immovably ; of the God- 
head there is no going forth, it is Quieſcence, it is Everlaſting Sabbath. 
The Totſaoth, or Goings forth are of the Son, and Holy Ghoſt only, and 
they as they may, ſo they have, as the Prophet ſpeaks of the Son, their 
Egreſlions, or, Out-goings indeed ; and, Bleſſed be God's holy name, we ſee 
the Effects of all, of their Subordination, I mean, and comings forth in our 
Redemption, and SanQtfication, wherein they Miniſter tothe Father for our 
Salvation. Accordingly I ſhall lay down Two. Qzere's to be confider'd 
of. 

Whether the Second Perſon, the Son, be not the Iluſtrious Prototype 
of the Souls of Men, who beget their Like f? 

Whether the Third: Perſon, the Holy Ghoit, be not alſo the INuſtrious

So it ſeems to be. Firſt, becauſe there are but two ſorts, or kinds of 
Rational Beings to be call'd Perſons belides the Trinity- Secondly, becauſe 
any kind of Perſon, if it be Con-Subſtantial, or, in Unity with the Godhead, 
muſt needs be God of God. 
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To ſpeak of the Son firſt. If it Be not fo, I ask, why is he ſaid to he 
— Begotten ? why, as Adam, is he call'd the Son, and the Image of God ? 
Why, as a nurſe Child, or Foſter-Babe, is he, long before God's Made- 
works, ſaid to rejoyce, and to have his delight in -the Sons of Men; and 
when Incarnate, why did he call men, and women Brothers and Siſters ? 
yea, ſince the Father, and Holy Ghoſt could not ſo be, by reaſon of the 
Ones Immenlſity, the Other's Ubiquity, why is He only Propheſy?®d of to be 
a man, whom a woman, 0r rather a Virgin ſhould Compaſs? and how could 
he ſay, I came from the Father into the World, and now 1 leave the World, 
and go to the Facher ? And, what tho' he be as the Arian iays, but the Son | 
of the Higheſt ?

O Abiſle of Love, 
tho? faintly, yet, fomeway Comprehenfible { On it, becauſe he that is Gods 
fellow, ( being made man, ) is my fellow alſo, my heart Exults, and Re 
joyceth in Hope, that he*l be as kind to me, as to any Sinyer elſe, and 
keep my wretched Soul from Hell. Whether this be true, or no, it | 
ſcems to be a ſuitable, ſweet, raviſhing, and lovely Conremplation; for which, | 
if i had: Solomon's Wisdom, I would Compoſe another ncw Song of Songs, / 
and, as an Higgajan, ( which comes from Hagah mporting meaitari, and Elo- | 
qj both, ) with heart, and Voice ſing it to my Beloved.

W hatſoever ſort, or kind of Perſons the Son, and the Holy Ghoſt may 
be thought to be, they are God for being in Unity with the Divine Sub- 
ſtance, by which they have all the Noble, and Supereminent Attributes of 
the Father, over, and above the Communicable ones, which meer men, and 
Angels have, and theſe being as the Taches of the Curtains of the Taber- 
nacle of che moſt High, they are One moſt High God, together with the 
Father. 

And here now I freely profeſs, that if the Papiſts could argue for their 
Hypotheſis of Trar ſubſtantiation fo rationally as I have done for this Myſtery 
of Myiterys, | would not ſeperate, for that ar leaſt, from their Commu- 
nion. Bur, tho* | can eaſily conceive, that the Body of Chriſt can be 
preſent io B-letvers in the Sacrament, Meadiante Spiricu Santto, that is to 
ſay, Spiritually, juſt as he is preſent, as Head, to his Miſtical Body the 
Church, the Holy Ghoſt dwelling in him, and the Members thereof; for 
which 1 except not ſo much againſt the Lutherans, who ſay indeed, that 
the Body is UVoiquitary, but ſay withall, "tis Supernaturally, or, zlocally, as the 
Holy Ghoſt makes it be: yet, fince I cannot conceive, how Chriſt's na- 
tural Body ſhould be every where, or, in all parts, an41 places of the 
Church and be whole, and intire in all ſuch parts, and places, they of che 
Roman perſwaſion muſt pardon me, if I except againſt Them, notwirhſtand- 
ing the pretence of Tradition ſo much urg'd for it; and 1 cannot ſuffici- 
ently admire ar Mounſier Aalebranch, for that, having laid down his Excel-- 
lent Rule, not to grant a full Aſent to any thing, whilſt Reaſon Checks, 
yet himſelf, reluftante ratione, gives Aſlent to the Doctrine of Tranſubſtantia- 
tov upon ſuch Tradition as is not Ancient, much leſs Apoſtolical. Is he 
a Proteſtant in this point ? if not, it muſt be Intereſt, or, Fear that ſways 
him; That Chriſt's Body tis preſent in the Sacrament, I ſincerely beleive ; 
is what the Martyrs of our Church, before they ſuffer'd, acknowledged 
freely, in their Oiſputes with Cox Oglethorp, &c. yea they ſaid, Ipſiſſimum 
corpus Chriſti eft im Sacrimento Euchariſtia, as appears in Dr. Willet's Centu- 
ry's, but then they added ſtill, that the Modus is Spiritualzs, and, is it not 
true this ? it is, and we muſt take heed of ſaying otherwiſe, tho? the 
Definitions of the Counſil of Trent for the Capernaitical way, are in no- 
Wiſe to be allow'd. For, if the Church be the Body of Chriſt, becauſe 
the Holy Ghoſt is with it, and in it, why ſhould not the bread together 
with the wine, as the New-Teſtament Shechinah, be the Body, One; the 
other the Blood of Chriſt, for the Holy Ghoſts being with Him, and with 
the Signs, and Symbols at once ? is the Church the Myſtical Living Body 
of Chriſt, for ſuch reaſon, as Conſiſting of living Wights, living Members ? 
why then ſhould not the Sacrament, after the like manner, be the Myſtical 
Dead Body of Chriſt, as by liveleſs Elements repreſented ? ſuch-an Vbzqui- 
ty of Chriſt's Body if the Lutherans are for; ſuch change of the Elements 
if the Papiſt will agree to, I am heartily with Them, and as. the Jews call'd 

| the 
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the Paſchal Lamb the Body, ſo will 1 call the bread I eat at the Sacrament 
the Body too, even of Chriſt ; (for Myſticaily or Spiritually it js ſo, ) and, 
without making every U7.G- of the Father's a Dogma, as they of Kome do, 
| we may do it well, and truly enough. And, 

f Here I ſhut up, hoping that this Eye-Salve of mine, which for truths 
| ſake, and with perfe&t Charity I have preſum'd to offer to the world, will 
be accepted by it, becauſe *ris wholely Compounded of Scripture, and Anci- 
h ent Records going no further then Revelation lead's, within which Bounds 
i I've taken care to keep, as my Duty is. For ſecret things belong to the 
| Lord, but things Reveal'd only to us, and our Children; and I humbly ac- 
knowledge, Let Arians flout. at the 7? 2229 as they pleaſe, that the manner 
of the Son's Generation, and of the Holy Ghoſt's proceeding a Patre Filiogue, 
as not reveal'd, are above mine, and, as I beleive, all others Comprehen» 
fion. 

It is as Uſual as %is pious to Conclude Diſcourſes of this kind with 
Prayer. Therefore, with hearty good wiſhes to all whoſe hands this lit- 

tle ſomewhat ſhall fall into, I ſhall do the like, adding this ſhort Prayer 

| following, and Recommending it to the Devotion of ſuch as are diſpoſed
